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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows:

81 . (Examiner Amended) A lancing device comprising: 

a housing; 

a cassette removably mounted within said housing, said cassette comprising a 
plurality of lancets, each lancet having a lancet body and a protective cap; a piston for 
propelling a lancet along a path of travel, said piston having a lancet coupling portion for 
releasably engaging and retracting the lancet to separate the lancet body and the 
protective cap along a retraction portion of the path of travel of the lancet, and thereafter 
advance the lancet along the path of travel into a lancing position; 

a plurality of guide members corresponding to the plurality of lancets and at least 
one of said guide members per each lancet and in association therewith , each guide 
member being aligned transversely to the path of travel of the corresponding lancet 
within the cassette for engaging the separated protective cap of the corresponding 
lancet to guide the protective cap out of the path of travel; 
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and a retainer positioned within the cassette adjacent each guide member to 
retain the separated protective cap. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 81 , the prior art fails to teach or suggest a lancing device 
comprising at least one guide member associated per lancet which is aligned 
transversely to the lancet path of travel and guides a protective cap out of the path of 
travel adjacent to a retainer adjacent each guide member to retain the protective cap in 
combination with the limitations set forth in claims 1 and 81 which allows the device to 
provide the lancets in an initial protected state wherein the cap is biased out of the way 
for lancing and then retained in the cassette for sterility and disposal. 

Regarding claim 78, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a lancing device 
comprising a retainer having a plurality of spring elements which directly engage and 
bias the protective caps out of the path of travel in combination with the limitations set 
forth in claim 78 which allows the device to provide the lancets in an initial protected 
state wherein the cap is biased out of the way via the spring elements in order to permit 
the lancet to lance the skin.
